Smuggled Tapes Tell of Soviet Horror 


NEW YORK, July 28 (API.— 
In a taped message, smuggled 
from the concentration camp 
where he is held by the Soviet 
government, .writer Alexander 
Gtosburg charged yesterday that 
a T6 political prisoners have 
perished recently” for lack of 
medical care. 

In another message, Vladimir 
Bukovsky described tortures in- 
flicted on dissident Russian 
intellectuals held by Soviet 
authorities to insane asylums. 

Andrei Amalrik, in a message 
toped just before his arrest by 
the secret police, predicted revo- 
lution to Russia. Be is the 
author of the book recently 
published here, "Can the 
UJSJSR.

These and other taped mes- 
sages were brought to this 
country by William Cole, CBS 
correspondent recently expelled 
by the Soviet Union lor “activi- 
ties incompatible with the status 
Of a foreign journalist.’* 

How the messages were ob- 
tained and the tapes brought 
back through Moscow to the 
United States was not pypinfrwi

“We want to go to Israel 
because we regard Israel as our 
homeland,” said the father’s 
taped message. *T must say 
that we don't have any political 
criticism or criticisms of the 
Soviet Union. We don't want to 
criticize or censure our system. 
Our only aim is to live in our 
homeland, Israel.**

WASHINGTON, July 28 (NYT). 
—Attorney General John N. Mitchell 
(announced yesterday that he would 
consult leaders of the American 
Bar Association to the future be- 
fore recommending nominees for 
the Supreme Court to President 
Nixon. 

The decision represented a com- 
plete turnabout for the Nixon ad- 
ministration. The President’s first 
four nominations far the court were 
announced without even notifying 
the bar fl.<wnri«rfHfln of their names. 

The new policy goes considerably 
beyond that of the Eisenhower. 
Kennedy and Johnson administra- 
tions. which submitted the names 
of prospective justices to the ABA 
but only about a day before they 
were to be made public, permitting 
nothing more than perfunctory 
review and consultation. 

Although Mr. Mitchell did not 
say so, the new plan for advance 
clearance was, in large measure, a 
product of unhappiness to the legal 
profession over the bar associa- 
tion's performance to the cases of 
Clement F. Haynswarth jr. and G. 
Harrold. Carswell, two Nixon nomi- 
nees to the high court the Senate 
refused to confirm. 

Some Contrary Opinion 

Some lawyers believe, however, 
that the association could be more 
constructive in raising the quality 
of the court if its investigation 
were conducted later rather than 
earlier — after the Senate Judiciary 
Committee completes its hearings 
rather than before the presidential 
nomination. 

In a letter to Bernard G. Segal, 
the ABA president, and Lawrence 
EL Walsh, chairman of its commit- 
tee on the federal judiciary, Mr. 
Mitchell said he had concluded it 
would be “useful” for the commit- 
tee to report to him on a possible 
court nominee before he makes a 
recommendation to Mr. Nixon.

NASA Director Paine Quits 
To Take General Electric Job

WASHINGTON, July 28 fWF) — Seamans, who had been deputy 


Thomas O. Paine, the man who 
gave the green light to man's first 
lauding on the moon, resigned to- 
day as director at the nation’s 
civilian space agency to return to 
private industry. 

In a move that was a complete 
surprise to almost everybody to 
the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, the 49-year-old Dr. 
Paine submitted his resignation to 
President Nixon at the Western 
White House, to San Clemente. 
Calif., where the President accepted 
it with “deep regret.” 

“Now is the appropriate time for 
a change of command at NASA." 
Dr. P aine said to Mr. Nixon to a 
letter dated July 28, “and this 
coincides with my wish to return 
to private life.” 

Dr. Paine said he had accepted 
a “challenging opportunity” with 
General Electric Co„ where he 
worked for 19 years before coming 
to the space agency in January of 
1968. 

. While Dr. Paine declined to 
identify what kind of job he had 
fa .ir f >n at General Electric, he did 
say It “involved important national 
problems and technical opportun- 
ities outside aerospace and de- 
fense.” 

This seemed to suggest that Dr. 
Paine would either take over Gen- 
eral Electric’s research and devel- 
opment programs or its civilian 
nuclear power program, neither of 
which has produced a great deal 
for the company to late. 

GE has already left the computer 
business, where it lost an estimated 
(500 million, and more than one 
source has put Its losses in the 
nuclear power business at $300 mil- 
lion to the past five years. 

There were reports that Dr. 
Paine bad resigned his space- 
agency post because of repeated 
budget cuts in the space program, 
but he emphatically denied them. 

"The cute to the budget," Dr. 
Paine said, “had nothing to do 
with my resignation." 

Dr. Paine said he discussed his 
resignation with President Nixon 
this morning for 20 minutes, 
during which time he said he 
made no recommendations about a 
successor. 

Sources mentioned several pos- 
sible candidates for the job, in- 
cluding Air Force Secretary- Robert

Mrs. Geyer, who said 
she was "conscious off and on” 
since the plane crashed, suffered 
a fractured pelvis, a broken left 
ankle and deep lacerations to both 
legs. 


’74 Space Shot 
To Scan Venus 
And Mercury 

WASHINGTON, July 28 <WPY. 
— The space agency said yesterday 
it plans to fly a 900-pound space- 
craft past the planets Venus and 
Mercury to 1974. a flight that 
would give scientists their first 
chance of observing Mercury up 
close. 

The way things stand today, the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration Said , a Mariner 
spacecraft will be launched from 
earth to the fall of 1973 toward 
the planet Venus, where, to Feb- 
ruary, 1974, it will make a "gravity- 
assist” approach to the planet that 
will carry it to within 625 miles 
to Mercury a month later. 

When it flies by Mercury, the 
Mariner spacecraft will photo- 
graph the planet with a television 
camera once every 42 seconds, 
sending pictures back 63 million 
miles to earth. The pictures will 
equal to clarity the pictures astron- 
omers get today of the moon 
through telescopes on earth. 

The photographs of Mercury, the 
Space agency said, will "map and 
identify” the planet’s major land- 
marks, investigate its craters and 
seek out any oddities the planet 
might possess. 

One of the most mysterious of 
the solar system’s nine planets. 
Mercury is closest to the sun in 
an orbit only 36 million miles from 
it. (The earth lies 93 million miles 
from the sun.) Mercury is small 
and dense and is thought by scien- 
tists to be so hot that it has no 
atmosphere to support any kind 
to life. 

Besides a camera to photograph 
Mercury, the Mariner will carry 
six other scientific instruments, 
including a radio transmitter, an 
electron scanner, a magnetometer, 
a spectrometer and a radiometer. 

These instruments will measure 
Mercury's atmosphere (if it has 
one), size, surface and physical 
surroundings. 

On its way to Mercury, the 
Mariner will swing within 3,300 
miles of Vaius and will photograph 
the cloud-hidden planet with an- 
other television camera to see if 
it can spot any holes in the clouds. 

The space agency plans to launch 
the $98 million spacecraft from 
Cape Kennedy on an Atlas-Centaur 
rocket

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Israel’s Acceptance Needed 


The sharp reaction of Palestinian guer- 
rillas and some Arab states to Egyptian* 
'Jordanian acceptance of United States peace 
proposals only emphasizes the urgent need 
of a favorable reply from XsraeL 

Although it is reasonable for Jerusalem to 
seet assurances that the proposed 90-day 
ceasefire will not be exploited by the Egypt- 
ians and the Soviet Union to build up their 
forces cm the west bank of the Suez Canal, 
It is Important that the Israelis quickly 
signify their own support for Secretary of 
State Rogers's plan to revive peace talks 
without undue quibbling. Further delay 
will only play Into the hands of Arab ex- 
tremists who have become a mutual problem 
for would-be peace-makers in Jerusalem, 
Cairo and Amman. 

The intransigent position adopted by the 
guerrillas' central committee and by the 
Syrians poses a serious threat to any cease- 
fire and to efforts to promote a compromise 
settlement. It Is obviously the primary re- 
sponsibility of President Nasser and King 
Hussein to deal with that threat from with- 
in their own Arab ranks. But It Is also 
essential that Israel show understanding of 
the political problem faced by the more 
moderate Arab leaders and refrain from 
words or deeds that might strengthen their 
die-hard foes, 


The guerrilla reaction, unfortunate and 
unwise but not unexpected, underscores once 
more the necessity for &U parties to the 
coming negotiations to focus at an early 
stage on the problem of the Palestinians. 
The best way to defeat the spoiler tactics 
of extremist leaders is to offer the Palestin- 
ian people, from whoa they recruit their 
fanatical strength, hope for a settlement 
that will give reasonable recognition to their 
long-frustrated aspirations. Toward this end 
efforts Should be made to bring Palestinian 
representatives into any new; discussions as 
soon as possible. 

Syria’s obstinacy b less explicable and 
even more difficult to overcome. If Damas- 
cus continues to defy every effort to pro- 
mote peace. It win be up to the United 
Nations to condemn such outlaw behavior 
and to interject International peace-keeping 
forces between the Syrians and the Israelis 
on the Golan Heights. 


Meanwhile, however, the positive responses 
of Egypt and Jordan to the Rogers proposals 
represent hopeful steps back from the brink 
of another Middle East war. Israel's ac- 
ceptance is now necessary for resumption of 
talks that could bring the more enduring 
peace that all parties desperately need,

Salazar of Portugal 


Dean Adheson regarded Antonio de Oh- 
[relra Salazar as “the nearest approach in 
our time to Plato’s philosopher- king” but 
most democrats more perceptively likened 
him to a despot of the Middle Ages. "I eoldly 

do my duty.” said Dr. Salazar in an accurate 
description of his unflamboyant. low-key 
ruling style — and, by hfcs own standards, he 

did. 

He treated the Portuguese as children, 
despised HberaHsm and stamped hard on 
democratic tendencies. The most durable 
of Europe's 20th-century dictators, he was 
perhaps the least oppressive; yet he crushed 
the opposition parties and imprisoned or 
exiled his political foes. 

This ascetic bachelor and economics pro- 
fessor unquestionably brought financial 
stability and a certain kind of political 
stability to a country that had been notori- 
ously deficient in both. In foreign policy 
he was nimble enough to back Franco, Hit- 
ler and MussoUrd in Spain’s etvfl war, then 


reap the benefits of technical neutrality in 
World War IZ while actually helping the Al- 
lies by leasing them air and naval bases In 
the Azores. After the war, he anchored 
Portugal firmly to the Atlantic Alliance. 

Portugal paid a stiff price for the Salazar 
brand of stability and is still paying heavily. 
Thirty-five years of the “unitary and cor- 
porative state” left a wretchedly poor coun- 
try with a backward educational system and 
the highest Illiteracy rate in Western Eu- 
rope. 

By setting himself firmly against political 
change in Africa, Dr. Salazar mired Portugal 
In costly colonial wars It can never win 
and soured relations with his NATO allies. 
Such was the unenviable legacy of problems 
at home and abroad with which his succes- 
sor has had to cope. 

Dr. Salazar once likened his role to that 
of "a brake against too much acceleration." 
What he really tried to brake Portugal 
against was the 20th century.

■jVTEW YORK. — As both a politician 
and a football fan. President 
Nixon knows that an aggressive 
offense is the best defense. He has 
taken the offensive against critics 
of his economic strategy who be- 
lieve that with high prices, high 
unemployment, and no economic 
gr o wth, this administration has 
managed simultaneously to combine 
several of the worst effects of In- 
flation and deflation. 

In a statement issued a week 
ago, President Nixon focuses on 
inflation and warns that prices 
cannot come down if Congress In- 
sists upon appropriating more 
money t.hn.n he requested to his 
budget. He attacks frontally the 
argument that what is needed la a 
cut to defense expenditures and a 
change to national pr iorities. Mr. 
Nixon asserts: “Let's set. the record 
straight. We hare Changed our 
national priorities " 

In support of his assertion, the 
President points out that far the 
first time In twenty years, his 
budget provides more spending for 
human resources (41 percent) than 
for defense <37 percent). He com- 
pares his budget to this regard 
with the budget of President Ken- 
nedy to 1S63 and of President John- 
son to 1988. 

Tbese comparisons are signifi- 
cant because they at least reveal 
the administration's sensitivity to 
the debate aver national priorities. 
Without quibbling over these com- 
parative statistics, two important 
qualifications hare to be made with 
regard to the Kennedy budget of 
1963. First, since Congress had 
not acted upon a long list of Presi- 
dent Kennedy's educational and 
social welfare proposals, it was ob- 
viously not possible to spend money 
an p ro g r ams that not yet been 
approved.

The Eisenhower admin- 
istration. preoccupied with the 
perils of Inflation, especially during 
its second term, achieved a dismal 
record of Slow growth and two 
recessions to lbs last four yean. 


Moreover, the U.S .-in-Europe— 
meaning industrial enterprises con- 
trolled. by American yMtng com- 
panies — is also one of the leading 
economic powers. . 

Britain's big business has simi- 
larly established a very impressive 
presence Inside the Common Mar- 
ket and Is almost certainly less 
concerned with the outcome of ne- 
gotiations far London’s admission 
than It was a decade ago; far 
British business Is- “in" already, 
even If political Britain isn’t: 

What -Britain. could now con- 
tribute ' to the . market is- brains, ;

- Furthermore, Its 
banking , talents and monetary ex- 
pertise would -help in the e ve n tu a l 
task of devising a European, cur- 
rency system.

Bavarian State Opera by Rudolf 
Hartmann, including the world 
premiere In October, 1943. 


Except to replace worn sets, 
there would seem to be little 
reason for a new production of 
this “conversation piece for 
music, 0 this opera, about opera. 


The time and social milieu are 
strictly predetermined, and the 
action limited, leaving little lee- 
way for a stage director or 
designer to "create” something 
new. 

The time Is 1775, as Gluck's 
reforms of opera were under 
way. The place is a chateau 
near Paris, and the central 
characters are a beautiful and 
cultivated countess and two 
would-be lovers— a composer and 
a poet, whose ardent suits for 
her affection are sublimated in 
the question of whether words 
or music are the prime element 
In opera. After much discus- 
sion, composer and poet are 
commissioned to collaborate on 
an opera far which the countess 


will supply the ending— that is, 
her choice between the two. But 
when the curtain falls she Is 
completely undecided, and it is 
clear that she will be tomorrow, 
too. 


Hartmann is understandably 
bound closely to the staging 
worked out 38 years ago with 
Strauss himself and Clemens 
Krauss, the conductor and lib- 
rettist. Even so, compared with 
the last staging of she years 
ago, he seems to have found 
fresh ways of expressing visu- 
ally the subtle Interplay of 
words, personalities and music. 


Sharp Sketches 

The dreaminess of the musi- 
cian and the intellectual aggres- 


siveness of Hie mas of words 
were sharply sketched In the 
excellent acting and singing of 
Donald Grebe and Barry Mc- 
Daniel, as was the refinement, 
tadedstveness and self-aware- 
ness of the countess, wholly 
convincing In Claire Watson's 
portrayal. Keith Bozen brought 
a highly individual touch to 
the great monologue of the 
theater director, reminding his 
mockers that neither wards nor 
music count until they are 
brought to life, and Hans GQn- 
ther NQcker as the countess's 
rationalist brother and Char- 
lotte Bertbold as the sharp- 
witted actress CUuron also pro- 
vided sharply defined charac- 
ters.

North, should have 
rebid two diamonds rather than 
two hearts, and South could then 
have tried two no-trump, reach- 
ing a playable part-score. As 
the bidding went. North disliked 
the idea of playing three clubs, 
and South ventured three no- 
trump because he disliked the 
Idea of playing In a red suit.

SCIENTOLOGY: THE NOW RELIGION 

By George Malko . Delacorte Press, 205 pp. S5J5.

Since screaming at books is 
about as useful as voting in 
presidential elections, the ten- 
sion grew until Malko chose to 
relieve it; One can thereafter en- 
dure the E-meters of Scientology, 
Alice games, Havigness pro- 
cesses, gradient scale drills, 
capping beams and opposition 
terminals — not to mention the 
pj ght dynamics, the 24 logics 
and the 58 afinms — with that 
same . incredulous gape one 
brings to the economic theories 
of Ezra Pound, or Wilhelm 
Reich's argon e energy accumu- 
lator, or the protocols of Zion, 
or the flying nun. 

Malko, a freelance writer and 
film producer, tells us the 
whole inspiring story of L. Bon 
Hubbard, who rose from the 
lowly estate of a science-fiction 
novelist to become our first 
operating the tan. Hubbard op- 
erates - these days from a . fleet 
of ships somewhere in the Medi- 
terranean, seeking his previ- 
ous incarnations with the help 
of the $140,000 a week he 
receives as his 10 percent cut 
of the gross income of Scien- 
tology. His “thetan” (Beingness) 
has . been, liberated ' because he 
got rid of the one basic “en- 
grain” (the sound impression a 
psychic trauma makes on our 
protoplasm), which “was receiv- 
ed by -the. human race many, 
many centuries ago, and prob- - 
ably was a supersonic shot in 
the forehead, chest and stom- 
ach, incapacitating, and reduc- 
ing the size and function of the 
ptnpfti gland."

World’s Tallest Building: 
109 Floors for Chicago 


C hicago. July 28 i.nto.— 
Sears Roebuck & Co., the 
world's largest retailer, an- 
nounced yesterday that its new 
central headquarters in down- 
town Chicago will be the world's 
tallest building and also the 
largest private building in the 
world. 

Gordon M. Metcalf, chairman 
and chief executive officer, said 
at a news conference that Sears 
Tower, a 109-story structure, 
will be 1.450 feet tall, surpassing 
New Yorks World Trade Cen- 
ter. which will have twin towers 
of 1.350 feet each, and the Em- 
pire State Building, which rises 
1,350 feet. 

The floor space, he said, will 
total 4.4 million square feet, 
wtth actual commercial and of- 
fice space of 3.7 million square 
feet. Only the Pentagon in 
Washington, with about 6.5 mil- 
lion square feet, is larger. 

Mr. Metcalf said the cost, not 
yet determined, will exceed $100 
million. The building is to be 
financed through Sears earn- 
ings. 

Excavation at the site has al- 
ready begun. Originally, Sears 
officials talked of providing 
3 million square feet, then last 
December, of 4 million square 
feet. The enlargement Of the 
project became known as details 
were announced yesterday. 

Mr. Metcalf said completion 
of the building is scheduled for 
1974. 

Initially, Sears will occupy 
2 million square feet while leas- 
ing 1.7 million square feet to 
office and commercial tenants. 
The company will take over 
more of tbe building as its re- 
quirements increase. 

The site, on the west side of 
the downtown business district, 
near major commuter railroad 
stations and other transit lines, 
includes 129,000 square feet, 
about the equivalent of a nor- 
mal downtown city block. 

The site is bounded by Wacker 
Drive. Jackson Boulevard, and 
Adams and Franklin Streets. 
One block of Quincy Street, 
which bisected the site, was 
purchased from the city last 
December for $2,767,500. 

From a base 225 feet square, 
the building will rise with a 
series of setbacks and a 20-story 
rectangular top. A curtain wall 
of black aluminum will give the 
building a “black-sheath effect,” 


Mr. Metcalf said. Windows will 
be bronze tinted. 

There will be 102 high-speed 
elevator cabs. Including 14 dou- 
ble-deck units, and 16 escala- 
tors serving lower levels and so- 
called sky lobbies. 

Initially, the building popula- 
tion is expected to be 16,500 per- 
sons, including 7,000 Sears em- 
ployees. 

The main offices of the com- 
pany now are in a Sears com- 
plex of 17 buildings in a ghetto 
area on the West Side of Chi- 
cago, with headquarters person- 
nel scattered In several build- 
ings throughout the city and 
Its suburbs. 

This complex, much less acces- 
sible than the downtown site, 
is to be retained principally for 
centralizing catalogue order pro- 
cessing and a retail store. Mr. 
Metcalf stressed “continued com- 
mitment to our neighbors on the 
West Side of Chicago “includ- 
ing many who are Sears em- 
ployees. 

The building was designed by 
the Chicago architectural firm 
of Skidmore, Owings is Merrill. 
The general contractor will be 
Diesel Construction, a division 
of Carl A. Morse, Inc. 

Last year Sears had net sales 
of nearly $8.9 billion with net 
income of $441 million. The 
company has more than 355.000 
employees, including 31.200 in the 
Chicago area, 826 retail stores. 
11 catalogue order plants, and 
more than 2,100 sales offices 
and Independent catalogue mer- 
chants. There are subsidiaries 
and affiliates in 13 other na- 
tions.

Aquamaids Find Male Chauvinism

thizes with many issues" of the 
women's liberation movement.
